Hung on Beam After 


Sustaining Shock. 


In a practically unconscious condition 


and with his feet clasped around an iron 
beam on the firth floor of the ShoalT build- 
Ing where he was working as an elec- 
trician., an employe of the Hntfield com- 
pany, of Indianapolis, was rescued from 
his perilous plight shortly before noon by 
Roy King-, .of Lafayette, a fellow employe". 
The rescued man received a shock from 
the feed wire for the arc lamps being 
used in the-building and though ' It is 
believed the wire carries folly five hun- 
dred volts, the man was able to return to 
his home in Indianapolis at noon to rest 
up -for a lew days.

ticians. Strong efforts were made by 
former Senator Hopkins' aides to head 
oft the break to Lorimer, but they were 
unavailing. It was the dramatic last 
act of tho deadlock which has dragged 
since January 20.'

Fort Wayne, a City of 65.000 to 70.000 


people, has Just passed a building ordi- 
nance—the first comprehensive 
and 


adequate system of building regula- 
tions the city has ever had. Th« Henry 
ordinance has been a long time com- 
ing, but it is here at last. For that 
the city 
council 
be thanked and 


praised. 


The measure is believed to embrace 


the best features of building ordinances 
in the progressive cities of the country 
modifled where necessary to meet the 
peculiar needs of local conditions. Mr. 
James M. Henry, councllmanlc mem- 
ber for the Fourth ward, who had 
charge of tho drafting of the ordi- 
nance and who Introduced it, is one of 
the most experienced building contrac- 
tors In the city and peculiarly fitted to 
supervise the preparation of so Im- 
portant a public measure. The coun- 
cil has given the ordinance long and 
painstaking consideration. It ought to 
be well suited to the needs of the city. 


Of uncommon importance are the 


provisions for regulating plumbing and 
electric wiring. 
This city has long 


needed the same stringent regulations 
that many other cities enforce. Health 
and even life are affected by the qual- 
ity of plumbing. Electric wiring has a 
most important bearing on the security 
of property. Regulation and inspection 
are absolutely essential. The new ordi- 
nance will make a deal of difference 
In the character of the building done 
in this city.

The complete tes- 
timony In that case proved 'that it cost 
twenty-one cents to produce, and that 
.7.5 per foot was tho labor cost.

produced in court under oath, by sales 
agent and superintendent of a big 
concern, In a case In which It was to 
the interest of the witnesses to make 
the figures as high as possible, has 
been a blow to the plate glass people. 


THE PANAMA CANAL,

ed five years o£ ownership of

'Panama canal. A recent statement by 
the war department shows what has 
been, accomplished during that period. 
.' This government-took possession o£ 
_tbe property may 4, 1904. 
At that 


time the only work.In progress was In 
the Cu'.ebra cut, where about 600 West 


- Indian laborers were at work.. 


The . government engineers 
deter- 


mined that the first work to be done 
was that of effective preparation on 
,a great scale. To this about half of 
the .five years has been devoted. The 
first requirement was to get safe sani- 


. tary conditions established, and the 


success in this work is still regarded 
as the most distinguished achievement 
of this government's administration of 
the zone. The death rate there is now 
lower than in many American cities, 
and great plagues formerly feared arc 
today unknown. It was not till June, 
1306. that the type of canal was de- 
cided, by act o£ congress, in favor of 
the locked ditch. 


In March. 1909. more material was 


removed than in the entire first two 
•years of American control. 
A total 


• of more than "3,000,000 yards has been 


taken out since American, control was 
inaugurated, and only 101,000,000 re-

There was,a time, now largely a matter of the past,' when the obtaining of mu- 


nicipal franchises—the right to use.'of the streets and other public1 property- 
was sought by corporations for speculative, rather than for business, purposes. '. 


Companies were organized in various parts; of4he country to exploit munici- 


pal franchises, rather than to conduct public service under them. 
. 


Under, a delusion, shared by. both corporations and communities, that' those 


municipal franchises were far more valuable than time has proven them to be there' 


j came into existence, unfortunately, a whole army of optimistic, 'deluded or irre- 


sponsible promoters of public service corporations, whose organization was not 
justified by the business in sight. 


The main motive for organizing such corporations was to realize on the ex- 


travagant values set on the franchises obtained from cities and towns for public 
service—traction, gas. electricity, water or what not. 


Even corporations themselves entered inadvisedly into promotion schemes, 


-and so earned the black eye which they eventually received, both in the securities 
market and among the communities they had exploited. 


Like all such manipulating of values, such inflation of prices and such abso- 


lute lack of bottom to the market for the so-called securities based on the purely 
imaginary importance and worth of the franchises granted, a demoralization en- 
sued not only in city government and public service circles, but in public senti- 
ment and in the press, which is expected to reflect public sentiment.

SOUNDS TO BE PHOTOGRAPH<ED. 


Device Will Show in Films Difference 


Between Various Tones. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 26.—Prof. Day- 


ton C: Miller, of the Case School of Ap- 
plied Science here, says he has discov- 
ered a means o£ photographing sound. 
By the use of his. newly perfected de- 
vices he believes it will be'possible to 
distinguish in films the difference be- 
tween the tones of a hurrjan voice and 
the tones of a musical Instrument. 


In his investigation Pi"of.'Miller has 


used a harmonic analyzer, an instru- 
ment made in Switzerland, which sep- 
arates sound waves into their com- 
ponent parts, determining -whether a 
certain photographed sound wave-was 
made by a flute, a bell, a violin, or oth- 
er musical instrument. 


It is Prof. Miller's purpose to tabu- 


late the results of his experiments, 
a labor that will require several years' 
time.

"One of the crying evils of railway 


management in the past (and nothing 
but the strong arm of the law would 
ever have stopped it) was the practice 
of discrimination in favor 
of

shippers as against those that shipped 
little, the giving of rebates and the dis- 
tribution of passes to secure business, i 


"We all believed, the shipper as well 


as the railroad, that it was perfectly 
legitimate to givo a shipper 
whose 


business • amounted to 1,000 cars per 
annum a lower rate than was given 
to him who shipped but one car in a 
year. In other words, we all honestly 
believed that the wholesale and retail 
principle • had a legitimate and legal 


I' place in the transportation business of 


the country, as'it has always had, and 
still has in all other commercial trans- 
actions. 


"We know better now. We 
know 


that the man who ships little—no mat- 
ter how little—must be given the same 


[ .unit price whether by the 100 pounds 


or by the car load as the man that 
ships much—no matter how much."
